He made it plain, however, this 
work was being done only as a 
precautionary measure and said 
there were no plans to make such 
a tremendous addition to the 
army’s personnel, expected to 
reach 1,400,000 men in June. 

Could Have Saved Money. 

“This is the sort of thing,” he 
said, “which, if we could have done 
two years ago, would have saved a 
great deal of expense and time in 
getting camps ready when men 
were called out.” 

If the need arises for additional 
men, Patterson said, the army 
protably will have to ask for addi- 
tional legislation inasmuch as in- 
ductions under the Selective Serv- 
ice Act are not geared to produce 
that larger number.

ARMY PLANS SUITS

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Suits 
to recover excess prices paid to 
landowners for the site of the TNT 
plant at Weldon Spring, Mo., will

Rich men were able to bring the 
titles up to date, and obtained the 
original purchase prices, Truman 
said, while other owners, unable 
to afford modernization of their 
titles, had been hard put. 

“I suggest that everybody should

“There has been hardship for 
some of the owners,” Patterson 
acknowledged, “but I think we 
have adopted the only sensible 
method of handling the matter.” 

He explained that in accordance 
with condemnation proceedings, 
the Government has deposited a 
sum in court equal to what it 
now considers a fair price on un- 
completed purchases. It is possi- 
ble, he said, for farmers not yet 
paid to draw upon this deposit up 
to its total amount, after which 
they may litigate for anything in 
addition they believe they are en- 
titled to.

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Coal Stored Since 1923 Keeps 
Vital Zinc Plant in Operation

When Mining Stops, Danville (III.) Company) 
Begins Using 17,000 Tons of Fuel It 
Cached in Pit for Emergency.

DANVILLE, Iill., Aril 16 (AP). 
—Eighteen years ago the Hegeler 
Zine Co.; cached 17,000 tons of coal 
in a pit 35 feet deep and covered 
it‘ with 10 feet of water 

Today, with its regular coal sup- 
ply cut off by the mine stoppage, 
the company is able to keep its 
big zinc smelter working around 
the clock to supply a vital defense 
material by drawing on the buried 
fuel reserve. 

In 1923, when company execu- 
tives decided to bury a supply of 
coal for use in the event of an 
emergency, a pit half a city block 
square was excavated on _ the 
smelter plant property. It was al- 
most filled witn screened mine 
run coal. To prevent the fuel from 
crumbling through indefinite. ex- 


posure to the air,” the pit was 
filled with water. 

When the mine stoppage started, 
plant executives ordered the water 
pumped out. A power shovel was 
sent into the pit to convey the 
coal to trucks. : 

Dust and minerals carried by 
the wind during the years formed 
a two-foot layer of sediment on the 
coal reserve. This sediment was 
found to contain more than 24 per) 
cent pure zinc. It will be proc- 
essed and turned into commercial 
use. | 

The coal was found in excellent 
condition. The company said the 
coal would be used until fuel could 
be purchased again and the pit 
then would be filled with another 
reserve supply. . 


12,000 SEEKING JOBS —

Between 12,000 and 15,000 job hun- 
gry Republicans have filed appli- 
cations with Gov.

WOMAN SEES AFTER 


BURLINGTON, Vt., April 16 
(AP).—The world is beautiful, says 
Miss Eliza Barnard, 29 years old. 
She now sees for the first time 
since she was 3° months old. 

She finds some things—for in- 
stance, the color blue—different 
from what she had imagined it 
to be during her years of dark- 
ness, but none has disappointed 
her, she told‘ reporters last night. 

Depending on sight, rather than 
balance, she says that it is diffi- 
cult to walk and feels she will 
have to learn all over again. 

An operation—the twelfth she 
has undergone in 14 years to re- 
move a growth—restored fhe sight 
in one eye, though the other re- 
mains blind. 

Even while she was totally blind, 
Miss Barnard, an accomplished 
singer, worked steadily, She types 
on a Government project, copying 
Braille material for distribution to 
libraries for the blind.

COAL WAGE PACT 
READY FOR SIGNING 


NEW YORK, April 16 (AP).— 
A new wage contract for most of 
the soft coal indusiry virtually 
was ready today for long-awaited 
union-management signatures that 
would send miners back to work. 

Only a little editing remained to 
complete the agreement, Chief Fed- 
eral Conciliator John R. Steelman 
announced, and it will be present- 
ed for possible signing this after- 
noon. ' 

The agreement would be between 
the United Mine Workers.of Amer- 
ica (CIO) and Northern operators 
of the eight-state Appalachian 
area, but Steelman said an effort 
was being made to bring Southern 
operators into accord. 

Army ordnance offices at Chica- 
go, Pittsburgh and Cleveland re- 
ported to the War Department to- 
day that curtailment of steel pro- 
duction in those areas had already 
begun as a result of the work 
stoppage in mines. 

The ordnance reports were in 
response to requests sent from 
Washington yesterday for surveys 
in the four major steel areas, repre- 
senting about 80 per cent of the 
country’s steel production. 

Of the four areas surveyed, only 
the Birmingham district reported 
a large supply on hand. There

A second signed statement by 
Elmer Jones, Negro busboy, that 
he killed Mr. and Mrs. Clyde H. 
Bell was disclosed today in testi- 
mony before a jury in Circuit 
Judge Joseph J. Ward’s court. 
Jones is on trial for murder in the 
killing of Bell. . 

Assistant Circuit nitdenine: Don- 
ald J. Meyer testified ‘that Jones 


voluntarily made the second state- 
ment to him after giving the first 
to police. The second statement 
was made in the presence of As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Ivan Lee 
Holt Jr. and a stenographer from 
their office in the Carr Street Dis- 
trict Police Station, Meyer said. 

In both statements Jones said 
he and his brother-in-law, WNa- 
poleon Williams, killed Mr. and 
Mrs. Bell in their shoe repair shop 
at 1607 Franklin avenue Jan. 17 in 
an unsuccessful attempt at rob- 
bery. Williams denied any part in 
the killings, although admitting he 
had been with Jones earlier in the 
day. He is charged with murder, 
too, but will be tried later, having 
obtained a severance. Mrs. Bell 
was stabbed 11 times and her hus- 
band was beaten to death with a 
shoe last and hammer. 

Outsiders Called. 

Jones made his first statement 
in the Carr Street Station, Jan. 
21, in the presence of police and 
three outsiders who were called 
in to witness the questioning. They 
were Irven B. Scheibe, vice-presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Forward- 
ing Co., 1313 North Seventh street; 
P. J. Kelly, traffic manager, and 


'|Miss Margaret Malloy, stenogra- 


pher. 

Police Capt. Elias W. Hoagland 
explained to the Court, with the 
jury excused, that the outside wit- 
nesses were called in so they could 
testify the prisoner had not been 
threatened, if the defense contend- 
ed the confession was obtained by 
duress. | 

Judge Admits Statement. 

As Capt. Hoagland had antici- 
pated, Jones said his confession 
was obtained by duress, but this 
was denied by police officers and 
the three witnesses. The Court 
ruled the statement was admissi- 
ble and the jury heard it read at 
a night session. 

After the jury was excused, 
Sergt. Fred Riechman, who was 
promoted from patrolman because 
of his work in investigating the 
Bell killings, testified he questioned 
Jones about a bloodstained knife 
found at the sc¢ne. Following the 
questioning, Jones said to the po- 
lice officer: want to tell all 
about —* killings on Franklin 
avenue,” Riechman related. 

Jones, placed! on the staud with 
the jury still out, said he was not 
given food water during the 
questioning. in, the police station 
and was threatened with hanging. 
He said he would not have made 
his statement if : had not been 
threatened. 

Jones, married ehd the father of 
two children, was Yeleased from 
the Workhouse in November after

NEW YORK, April 16 (AP), 
4* advances in the Balkans 


and North Afriea are “ugly 

facts” in Britain’s situation, but 
it is sea power that will win the 
war, says Viscount Halifax. 

Maritime strength “in the end 
will play the largest part in bring- 
ing down the pillars of the Nazi 
empire,” the British Ambassador 
told the English-Speaking Union 
last night. 

“After just over 18 months of 
war,” he said, “after considerable 
successes, and witn perhaps fur- 
ther successes to come, Hitler still 
finds himself obliged to reckon 
with the heavy hand of sea power.” 

Halifax cited a recent survey of 
the shippirfg situation by Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, which 
Halifax said “made no attempt to 
minimize its gravity,” but “gave 
good ground for thinking that the 
battle of the Atlantic is a battle 
we can certainly win, provided 
that our (Britain and the United 
States) joint resources are, to the 
full limits of our respective possi- 
bilities, brought to bear.” 

He praised President Roosevelt 
for taking three steps “of great 
practical value.” 


These, he said, were the addi- 
tion “to British anti-submarine 
forces of “an invaluable group” 
of United States coast guard cut- 
ters, action to. make available for 
British use foreign shipping lying 
idle in American po and the 
declaration that the Red Sea was 
no longer in the combat zone.

HIS war, at the moment, is quite as much a war of nerves, or, 
if you like, of morale and will power, as it id'a war of combat. 
It is important for Americans to understand this,:for in these 
fields we are the principal targets of the Axis guns. 


Reduced to 


fundamentals, the main Axis objective is to overwhem Great Britain 
before American help reaches such proportions that Britain cannot be 
overwhelmed. Whatever tends to delay or impede American aid to 
Britain is a definite gain to Hitler and his associates. 


At the moment he has a favor- 
able opportunity fdr a morale of- 
fensive against us. We are on 
the downswing of a period of 
psychological depression. First, we 
have had a period of good news— 
the defiance of Yugoslavia, the fall 
of Cheren and Addis Ababa, the 
battle of the Ionian Sea, the Russo- 
Yugoslav pact—and we have then 
had the swift reversal brought 
about by the German advances in 
the Balkans and in North Africa, 
the Russian-Japanese pact and the 


reports of increased British ship-/|- 


ping. losses. 


Made-to-Order Situation. 


We have, in a word, had high 
hopes dashed, we have had bad 
news, and we are very likely to get 
more bad news. It is a situation 
made to order for a major German 
propaganda effort. 

.We shall certainly see, within the 
next day or two, a resurgence of 
defeatism in this country, which 
the Axis will reinforce by every 
means in its power. We shall be 
told again and again of the in- 
vincibility of German arms, we 
shall be deafened with the cries 
of those who insist that only a 
holocaust ‘of American youth can 
ever stop Hitler, we shall be 
sneered at for our promises of aid 
to Yugoslavia and Greece, and 
cajoled by visions of peaceful ad- 
justments with the “new order” in 
Europe ahd East Asia, while we 
shall likewise be covertly or per- 
haps openly threatened with a 
Pacific war and the sinking of our 
ships in the Red Sea or in the 
Indian Ocean. 


Before the tumult and the-shout- 


ing begins, therefore, let us for a 
moment examine quietly the ter- 
rors from which we shall be bidden 
to cower or to flee. 

The Germans have gained cer- 
tain successes in Greece and Yugo- 
slavia. These successes are not as 
yet decisive. The Greek and Yugo- 
slav armies are still in being and 
still fighting. Germany is en- 
gaged in a war on two fronts, at 
least for the time being. 


War Not Lost, at Worst. 


But suppose it were not so, Sup- 
pose tht Germany were the mas- 
ter of all the Balkan peninsula 
up to the frontier of Turkey. Sup- 
pose she went beyond, went into 
Turkey. Would the war be lost? 
Most. definitely not. Germany 
would have gained new strategic 
positions, at the cost of greatly im- 
pairing the value of her Balkan 
sources of supply as against a pol- 
icy of peaceful trade, and she 
would have added to her growing 
burdens, that of policing a sullen, 
warlike and recalcitrant. popula- 
tion of 20-odd millions in country 
which historically has been diffi- 
cult if not impossible completely 
to conquer or control.

Do the People Want War? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENTLY Gen. Hugh Johnson said 
that although the American people, 

by an overwhelming majority, do not 

‘want war, if we eventually find-ourselves 

in it, the Government can depend on 

complete loyalty and co-operation from 
every citizen. 

Is that what the interventionist crowd 
in Washington is depending on? Is it a 
case of “get them in and they will have 
to like it’? 

Do they think they can maneuver the 
nation into a position that the people 
will finally have to recognize as actual 
participation, and then, though the peo- 
ple realize they were artfully duped and 
committed to a course against their will, 
they will, in spite of their disillusion- 
ment, fervently and wholeheartedly spill 
their blood and exhaust their resources 
to prosecute that war? 

Perhaps the European meddlers fail to 
realize that a war entered into against 
the overwhelming will of the American 
people may not be regarded by them as 
their war, and that a government that 
precipitates a reluctant people into a 
war without the people’s consent will 
have ipso facto surrendered the right to 
govern. ' 

Such a government would be nothing 
short of entrenched tyranny, and it 
would be guilty of the ultimate in pre- 
sumption to expect of a betrayed people 
the united wholehearted co-operation and 
self-sacrifice necessary for a nation to 
prosecute a war successfully. 

One needs no powers of clairvoyance 
to be certain of the administration’s 
intent and purpose to drag us willy-nilly 
into the slaughter house if it can get 
away with it. 

It is clear now that the administration 
is irked by the obstinacy of a free people 
who refuse to let it plunge them head- 
long into the European blood-letting. Its 
every inch-by-inch act precludes any oth- 

er interpretation than a willful and stub- 
born intent to push this nation some 
» way into the holocaust. 

The administration now requires only a 
_ casus belli, and it is scarcely indulging in 

flights of fancy to conclude that its next 
adroit move will be to commit a suffi- 
ciently hostile act, such as use of the 
convoy system, against the Axis Powers 
that will prod them, in self-defense, to 
employ retaliatory measures. 

These, of course, will be promptly in- 
terpreted as an act of war against us. 
We will be in. It will be another fait 
accompli. By indirection will be accom- 
plished what the war gang dare not at- 
tempt by direct action. 

With the firmest intention to stay out 
of the war, we bave been led a long 
way in. Despite the specious argument 
that it is too late to turn back, it is 
well that the American people remember 
that we can retrace our steps as we 
choose, short of actual entry. 

The sentiment and temper of the over- 
whelming majority of our people in re- 
gard to the issue of war is a serious 
thing to disregard or circumvent, and 
it is timely now to remind the President, 
as well as our Senators and Representa- 
tives, that before the Government has 
the right to expect loyalty, wholehearted 
co-operation and patriotic self-sacrifice 
in the prosecution of any war, that war 


- must be one that is entered into only 


with the full consent of the governed, 
not one into which they have been 
adroitly maneuvered. 

Any war, but particularly an unpop- 
ular one, may well cause such horrible 
internal convulsions as will leave us 


«easy prey to the aggressor whom we are 


supposed now, regardless of cost, to be 


committed to destroy.

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PRICE CONTROLS. 

Amerieans are uneasy as they realize that the 
country is entering upon what may. be the greatest 
boom in its history. They are troubled as they see 
by the charts that production peaks of 1929 have 
been left far below. They are worried as they read 


than 12“%honths. For over all these items, which 
ordinarily would be good news, hangs the storm 
cloud of runaway prices. 

To guard against this developing tendency, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last week created the Office of Price 
Administration and Civilian Supply. As~,its chief, 
he named Leon Henderson, one of the most able 
working economists in Washington. 

Henderson, the President told a press conference, 
has been given powers “as far as the law goes.” 
And this seems to mean that section of the Selective 
Service Act which authorizes the “drafting” of in- 
dustry wherever there is failure to co-operate with 
the Government. 

The specific authority granted to the new OPA. 
by the presidential order is great. Henderson and 
his associates are expected to prevent price spirals, 
unwarranted increases in the cost of living, and 
profiteering and inflation. They are expected: to 
prevent speculation and hoarding. They are charged 
with seeing to it that there is an equitable distribu- 
tion of commodities. They are authorized to formu- 
late standards of living and to encourage the use 
of substitutes. And—here are the teeth—they may 
establish maximum prices, margins, fees, commis- 
sions, etc. In short, the OPA can, if necessary, put 
the whole price structure in a strait jacket. 

Senator Taft has already made a vehement pro- 
test. To him, all this seems n6éthing short of dic- 
tatorship. His cry, however, has so far raised few 
echoes in the business world. It may be that the 
lesson of other booms has been learned—the lesson 
that boom profits are usually only paper profits 
and headaches, : 

Bernard M. Baruch, experienced head of the War 
Industries Board almost a quarter of a century 
ago, has been an active advocate of price controls 
from the very beginning of the defense emergency. 
He believes that such a system is the only way of 
keeping our economy on a fairly even keel in extraor- 
dinary times. 

Price regulation, he believes, is the only funda- 
mental solution of the labor problem. So long as 
the cost of living rises, labor has a right to ask for 
higher wages, he argues. And, in the absence of 
controls, prices have a vicious habit of keeping 
well ahead of wages. So strike is likely to follow 
strike—interminably. * 

There are some, William S. Knudsen among them, 
who argue for the free operation of the so-called 
law of supply and demand. Well, this never did 
operate ‘as the orthodox economists of 150 years 
ago said that it would, and Henderson has up-to-the- 
minute proof in such items as cadmium. 

Certainly, this “law” should not be allowed to 
operate in the face of defense needs, After all, the 
demand for the materials needed in this emergency 
is an artificial “demand.” It was specifically created 
by the Government. And who will say that an act 


pay higher and higher prices? 

The best arguments are on the side of Mr. Baruch’s 
disinterested patriotism. Price controls mean that 
the Government will not be held up when it buys 
ships and planes and guns. They mean the elim- 
ination of the basic cause of strikes. They mean 
protection for the millions who cannot use this 
desperate economic weapon against rising living 
costs. Most important of all, price controls are good 
aspirin for that post-emergency headache because 
they eliminate the need for violent readjustments. 

If present laws are not a sufficient warrant for 
the operations of the Henderson board—and some 
contend that they are not—then Congress must not 
hesitate to supplement them. 
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SENATOR FALZONE KILLS HIS BILL. 

Senator Falzone of St. Louis County has acted 
wisely in killing his own bill to grant sweeping 
powers to the County Court in purchase and oper- 
ation of the St. Louis County Water Co. His ac- 
tion is the result of facts brought out in the free 
and open discussion that followed introduction of 
the measure. The episode, therefore, is an excel- 
lent example of how public opinion can guide and 
instruct legislative bodies, of how democracy works. 

Few critics of the bill have opposed the principle 
of public ownership, provided proper safeguards 
were set up as to price, operation and approval by 
the voters. These safeguards, it was shown by the 
critical examination which the bill underwent, were 
lacking. Even its supporters admitted that changes 
were in order. Mr. Falzone therefore recommends that 
his bill not be passed, and considers drafting a new 
one, providing for the previously omitted safe- 
guards: a referendum, a ceiling on the purchase 
price, bi-partisan control of the water system, a 
bar against unprofitable extensions, public bidding 
on bonds and a limit on fees. 

Senator Falzone and county citizens have had the 
benefit of expert judgments. The County Court has 
“been warned against paying an excessive price if 
the deal is made. If a drastically revised bill is 
introduced later, all persons concerned can consider 
the issues with their eyes open.

The United States is running heavily into the red. 
Our national debt is already more than 46 billions 
and the country will spend in the next two years at 
least 40 billion dollars. Our normal tax revenues will 
not nearly cover this expenditure; Secretary Mor- 
genthau estimates the deficit for 1941-42 at $22,400,- 
000,000. : 

The Treasury can borrow this money, as it has 
financed deficits in the past. But many public offi- 
cials in Washington think that, to avoid inflation 
and other consequences of a reckless fiscal policy, we 
should raise more money by taxes. They think we 
should, as far as possible; adopt a pay-as-you-go 
basis. So nearly every day we are hearing new tax 
proposals. 

The latest ones come from Senator Johnson of 
Colorado and Senator Herring of Iowa. Both these 
men think the people are ready and willing to pay 
heavier income taxes to help raise the sums needed 
for defense and the seven billion dollars authorized

The Mayor also repeated his indorsement of the 
merit sygtem, and made this promise: “Principles, 
rather than partisanship, shall be the rule in your 
City Hall.”

Louis, not for building any personal political follow- 
ing.” And he added: “Ability, selfless service and 
rugged honesty will be paramount over mere politi- 
cal regularity.” 

Such a credo as this is the soundest possible foun- 
dation for a civil service ordinance. By adherence to 
these pledges, the new Mayor will make his appoint- 
ments exclusively on a basis of fitness, not of po- 
litical support; he will accept the advice of special- 
ists and not of so-called practical politicians; dis- 
missal of present officeholders will be solely for 
reasons of efficiency, not for the sake of creating 
jobs for campaign workers by a wholesale clean-out. 
It is a policy that, carried out conscientiously, will 
do more to establish the Mayor in public esteem than 
the most powerful political machine ever built on 
the spoils system. 

The Mayor pledged support of the anti-smoke- 
program, so ably instituted by his predecessor. St. 
Louis must never again be plunged into a smoke pall, 
he said, and a city newly introduced to bright sun 
and pure air will heartily underscore the promise. At 
the same time, there are problems to solve in con- 
tinuance and expansion of the program, and Mr.

Bad News From Abroad Jars Washington 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Word of swift Nazi victories in Balkans and Libya causes adminis- 
tration to fear effect on public attitude toward its foreign policy; 
some doubt now if people will support further steps being contem- 
plated; officials had placed great hopes in resistance of Yugoslavs.

WASHINGTON. 

HE administration was surprised by 
the rapidity and effectiveness of the 
Nazi military thrust in the Balkans. 
The result of it has been to reduce the 
official. thermometer to almost the degree 
it registered in the period of Dunkerque and 
the collapse of France. 
been to evoke fear that, stimulated by the 
isolationists and more bad news that is 
expected from Europe, the administration’s 
basic foreign policy may lose a measure of 
public support. 

This report is 2 true one. This corre- 
spondent has taken every means to verify 
it before rendering it, 

The President and his aids have based 
their foreign-defense policy on these be- 
liefs: Great Britain’s navy and empire are 
our first line of national security. If suffi- 
cient assistance can be given to the Brit- 
ish in time, war will be kept out of the 
Western Hemisphere and surely: out of 
North America. The lease-lend legislation 
will make it possible to supply that assist- 
ance in time and in sufficient volume. 
British resistance meanwhile will keep the 
situation reasonably. favorable, so that 
American public opinion. will support all 


steps necessary to be taken for eventual~ 


success of the policy. 

That is the concept. The great British 
naval victories, in the Mediterranean, and 
the rout of the Italians in Africa, increased 
the administration’s confidence that pub- 
lic psychology would uphold policy develop- 
ments. Now that confidence has been shak- 
en by recent events, 

One of the recent events is the rapid and 
powerful Nazi’drive in Yugoslavia and 
Greece. Another is the German-led recon- 
quest\of Libya with ,its threat to Egypt 
and the Suez Canal; and there is also the 
uprising in Iraq. 

. o * 


The United States Government seems to 
have been better prepared for bad news 
from Libya than were the British. Reports 
reaching here some time ago were that the 
Germans had landed in North Africa in far 
larger numbers than the British seemed 
willing to concede. But great hopes were 
placed in the resistance of the Yugoslavs, 
and it was because of these hopes that the 
Government so vigorously encouraged that 
nation to resist Axis demands, i 

The hopes arose from independent Amer- 
ican surveys such as that made by Col. 
William J. Donovan, from British expert 
opinion and from the testimony of the 
Yugoslav Minister to Washington. The con- 
sensus of thé surveys and opinion was that 
the Yugoslavs would fall back to their dif- 
ficult mountain country, engage the Ger- 
mans for a period, knock the Italians out 
of Albania and give Hitler his second great 
problem of the war, the first being the 
invasion of Britain.

must be realistic. So they concede the pos- 
sibility that there may come a fight for 
Egypt and Gibraltar against heavy odds, 
with greater pressure on Spain from the 
Axis; a Nazi thrust to the Dakar country, 
which bulges out close to South America; 
and moves by Russia and Turkey closer 
to the Axis orbit. 

This would be the worst possible set of 
developments, aside from a successful inva- 
sion of the British Isles. But it should be 
emphasized that it is being thought of as a 
possibility and not a probability at all. How- 
ever, it must be taken into consideration by 
policy makers, now that the Balkan plan of 
strategy has been badly damaged and the 
Nazi columns are advancing toward the 
Suez. 

Should all or a good deal of this happen, 
Washington is asking, what will be the 
effect on the American people? Will the 
President find that strength behind him 
which he requires to expand as may be 
necessary his policy of all-out aid? Or will 
the people, addressed by the articulate 
group which has always opposed this pol- 
icy and urged concentration on hemisphere 
defense as a first-line theory, restrict steps 
to a point where they cannot be as effective 
as the situation may require?

Some officials even fear that if Hitler 
should win such a succession of victories, 
the Russians take the Turks with them to 
cover, the Japanese gain courage from the 
prospect and sections of Latin America 
move to dissociate themselves from United 
States policy, the Nazis will speak reasgur- 
ing words which will bring.a drive against 
the domestic defense program. This is not 
general, chief anxiety being concerned with 
the effect of continuing bad news on the 
policy of all-out aid.

It was with all possibilities in mind—

ON GREEK MOUNTAIN 
IN GERMAN HANDS 


Fears Expressed for Fate of 
Mount Athos Colony, De- 
pendent on Outside Funds. 


BY WES GALLAGHER 

ATHENS, April 16 (AP).—Greek 
religious circles expressed fears 
today for the fate of the 1100-year- 
old autonomous monastic republic‘ 
on Mount Athos, now under Ger- 
man military rule. 
More than 4800 Orthodox Greek, 
Serb and White Russian monks 
live in 20 monasteries on the 6000- 
foot mountain south of captured 
Salonika. 
Religious authorities here point- 
ed out that the monasteries, spread 
over an area ‘40 miles in length 
and several miles wide, virtually 
ere supported by contributions 
from outside and by the sale of 
religious paintings and trinkets. 
They expressed concern that these 
sources of income might be cut off. 
The colony was founded in the 
ninth century and later became 
an autonomous state, recognized as 
a sort of monasteric Vatican of 
the Orthodox church. It is ruled 
by an assembly of 20, one member 
from each monastery. 
The popular name for the colony 
—“Virgins’ Garden”—grew out of 
a rule enforced for a thousand 
years that no woman—and not 
even a female animal—be permit- 
ted on the mountain, which domi- 
nates a peninsula jutting into the 
Aegean Sea. In recent years, how- 
ever, the rule has been relaxed to 
allow hens and female cats.

The important thing to know 
about the heart is whether it is 
doing its work. It is a muscular 


work, It is, true enough, the hard 
est worked muscle in the body. 
But if it does it work, which is 
to keep the blood circulating, other 
jthings about it are of minor sig- 
nificance. 

Of course, a valvular defect if 
real and persistent (many of the 
ones that are so diagnosed are 
neither real nor persistent) adda’ 
to the work of the heart, puts an 
extra strain on the heart muscle: 
and tends to wear it out sooner 
than normal. 

But not necessarily much soon- 
er! The weeping mother who had 
discovered her boy had a murmur 
can take heart from a news clip, 
ping one of my colleagues brought 
me the other day. It was from an 
obituary column in a medical jour- 
nal. (therefore somewhat more re- 
liable on technical points than the 
ordinary) and recorded the death 
of a doctor from valvular (mitral) 
disease. He died at the age of 92 
That’s a long time to carry so 
dangerous a thing as a murmur. 


A DOCTOR in Toronto whose | 


wards I was visiting asked me 
how many children I thought a 
woman with mitral valvular dis- 
ease could be allowed to have safe- 
ly without damaging her heart 
muscle. I allowed four. He said 
“Step this way”—and took me into 
a room where a patient of his 
with mitral defect had just had 
her thirteenth child. 

Saying that a person has an en- 
larged heart is just saying that 
the body reactions are normal. We 
all have enlarged hearts sooner or 
later. When a fellow’s blood pres- 
sure rises as time goes on (and it 
does in three out of every five peo- 
ple) it’s the enlargement of the 
heart that keeps him alive. 

It’s like saying to an: engineer 
on a locomotive that is carrying 
a train up a mountain—“Why you 
have enlargement of your locomo- 
tive.” Of course he has if the loco- 
motive is going to get the train 
up the hill. But when the loco- 
motive, large or small, is no long- 
er able to move the cars up the 
slope, then the engineer is really 
in trouble. Only when your heart, 
large or small, murmurous or not, 
no longer pumps the blood through 
the system need you begin to get 
perturbed about it,

Economical Menus 


F you just can’t wait for straw- 
perry shortcake time—don’t! 
Rush the shortcake season by 
serving rhubarb shortcake, made 
with that delicate, juicy, bright 
pink rhubarb of early spring, 
which tastes just as good to lots 
of people as strawberries them- 


selves. In preparing rhubarb 
sauce for rhubarb shortcake, re- 
member to make it good and 
juicy. Whether you need water, 
and how much you need, will de- 
pend on the rhubarb itself and 
how juicy it is. But good short- 
cake always requires a juicy sauce. 
Don’t spare the cream with rhu- 
barb shortcake. The acid in the 
fruit will turn even the thinnest 
top milk to a luscious thickness. 


Rhubarb Shortcake. 

Two pounds rhubarb, one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons water, one 
cup all-purpose flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt; two tablespoons 
sugar, three tablespoons butter or 
shortening, one-third cup milk. 

Cut off leaves of rhubarb and 
scrub stalks thoroughly; do not 
peel, as skin gives stewed rhubarb 
its attractive color. Cut stalks in 
one-inch pieces, add sugar and 
water, and cook over low heat, in 
covered kettle, until rhubarb is 
tender; add more water if rhu- 
barb is not juicy enough. Chill. 
Sift flour, measure, and _  resift 
three times with baking powder, 
salt and sugar. Cut in shortening 
with pastry blender or two knives. 

Add milk all at once and stir 
quickly until dough stiffens. Turn 
out on lightly floured board, 
knead .a few times, and roll or 
pat out three-eighths to three- 
quarters inch thick (according to 
thickness of shortcake desired). 
Cut out with large floured cutter 
and lift onto cookie sheet. Bake 
in a hot oven (450 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for 12 to 15 minutes, or un- 
til golden brown. Break open im- 
mediately, drizzle melted butter in- 
side, and serve with chilled rhu- 
barb sauce in the middle and on
